Structure of the cultural heritage appendices

Scope and coverage 


This appendix provides descriptive information for the Birmingham Interchange and 
Chelmsley Wood area CFA2,4 relating to identified designated and non-designated heritage 
assets that lie within the following study areas: 


e designated assets: All designated assets within 2km of the centre line of the Proposed 
Scheme are listed. Detailed descriptions of assets and their settings are provided only 
for those designated assets where field study has determined a potential for impacts 
on setting or significance to arise; and 


e non-designated assets: Detailed descriptions of all assets and their settings are 
provided for those assets located within the land required to construct the Proposed 
Scheme and within the 250m buffer zone. 


Where appropriate, assets have been grouped together to assist in an understanding either of 


their context e.g. collecting together archaeological intervention s that relate to a common 
location or of their setting and significance e.g. collecting together historic buildings either 
within specific conservation areas or within the same streetscape context.

Ancient replanted woodland. The setting of this asset is the 
surrounding rural landscape, however the setting adds little to 
the significance of the asset. The setting has been eroded by the 
increase in agricultural land required in the 18th and agth 
centuries and the quarrying a reinstatement of land in the 2oth 
century, including the creation of the Stonebridge Golf Course. 
The significance of the asset lies in its historic and evidential 
value. The woodlands provide evidence of the former landscape 
of this area which was once dominated by the Forest of Arden. It 
also has historical value with the links with the Forest of Arden 
and could potentially contain evidence of early woodland 
activities such as charcoal making or small scale quarrying.

Early 17th century park remodelled in the mid-18th century after 
a scheme by Lancelot Brown, with late 18th century and early 
agth century picturesque elements. The setting of this park is the 
wider surrounding landscape which once formed the large 
Packington estate however this has been diminished by the 
appearance of the Little Packington landfill and the development 
of the National Exhibition Centre (NEC) and Birmingham Airport 
to the west. The setting has therefore been reduced to the 
boundary of the park and the ornamental features within it which 
are all well preserved forming a legible landscape. The 
significance of the asset lies in its historic, aesthetic and 
architectural value with associations with Lancelot Brown and the 
survival of many original features. The asset provides information 
into landscape design in the 17th and 18th centuries and changing 
fashions. The asset also has historical value in providing a 
preserved estate with earlier elements within it. The remaining 
standing features within the park also hold architectural value 
and many are statutorily listed.
